poses of physical culture and 
enjoy­ 
ment." 
Air. Smiley then described the various 
public g a m e s aud designated tile Olympi­ 
an as the greatest of the festivals. "Tilt* 
Olympic games," he said, “were celebrat­ 
ed at the very earliest t i m e s of which we 
h a \ •* record, but it was not 
until Gu y 
e tgi it h cent nix 
It. 
that tile festival 
xx as list'd as a standard 
for reckoning 
time in tile Greek calendar. 
The fact 
that the Greeks based their calendar up­ 
on tin* festival at olympia is significant 
of tin* great importance attached lo yth- 
let ies iii iii'*, ce. 
Mr. Smile) gave a vivid description of I 
the great honor given to the victor of J 
tin* games on Ids return to ids natives 
city and interestingly described the sta- 
I 
dlum (footrace), tin 
principal ex. ut 
of 
tin* festival. Illustrating ids descriptions 
by diagrams. 
Altogether there were eighteen different 
events performed in the Olympian games. 
Conn Manta in tin* Olympian 
games 


were compelled to undergo severe tr ain ­ 
ing for thirty days prior to the festival 
under the direction of tile teacher ut the 
gymnasium iii Klis. 
Contestants were 
supposed to lie iii perfect trim when they 
entered for the final polishing off prior 
lo the contest. 
Training to a Greek athlete meant a 
simple daily program, namely, 
morning 
exercise, one large full meal, lots of sleep. 
We are told that Greek athletes hgd 
prodigious appetites, and that their diet 
was composed largely of animal foods, 
chiefly beef, pork and goa ts’ flesh. 
To be a judge at the games was almost 
as high an honor as to Ie* a contestant. 
There were usually about ten Judges who 
had charge of the games ami wiio wale 
assigned special seats In the theatre. 
A 
beautiful purple costume served to dis­ 
tinguish them among the other specta­ 
tors 
Down to about 475 II. C. all the contests 
wet*' held in a single day. after that time 
a period of five dux s w as set upart for 
tile festival. 
Mr. Smiley tin ii outlined 
tile 
main 
features of tin 
Greek sports. 
In the 
wrestling contests, he said, 
tile a t h ­ 
letes were allotted 
and dust 
or 
fine 
sand was sprinkled over the body to fur­ 
nish enough friction to prevent slipping 
of t h e hands in holding an opponent. The 
contest itself was divided into two pa rts— 
the standing up wrestle and Hie struggle 
alter contestants came to tile ground 
When an opponent was fairly held and 
unable to move, or as soon as he s i g n i f i e d 
his willingness to give up by raisng his 
hand, the contest was declared won. 
Tile boxing match was one of the sim­ 
plest and earliest of public contests The 
gods and h e r o e s of Greek legend are pic­ 
tured as distinguished boxers. 
Pugilists were not allowed to hold or 
to trip and attem pts to kill were severely 
punished. 
Horse-back riding and hunting 
were 
greatly esteemed I y th** Greeks and bull- 
piaying was very popular even in the ea r­ 
liest times 
Other Greek sports mentioned and ex ­ 
plained were roiling hoop, clog dancing, 
see-saw. professional tumbling, the latter 
a sport which Socrates condemned 
as 
fraught with too much danger to 
la 
amusing 
This remonstrance is an expression of 
11 tie (treck spirit. Health of body and mind 
must never lie compromised. 
In direct 
contrast with lins stands Hie 
Roman 
spirit, sacrificing health, wealth, individ­ 
uality to th.* iron will of 
a merciless 
state. 
ROMAN A TH L ET IC I I FE. 
The highest normal development of Ro­ 
man athletic life was gained in repub­ 
lican times, finding expression almost ex ­ 
clusively In ancient religious 
festivals 
and In tile exercise of Glut martial prow­ 
ess which made Rome tin* m aste r of th** 
ancient world. 
The greatest splendor of this republican 
age 's reached in the spectacle of th** T r i ­ 
umphs) procession, lite reward of gr* at 
military prowess. 
The m) roux and simple festivals of th** 
republic were gicatlv vitiated by til*- iin- 
portution of Greek Ideals 
The Romans 
were by na tu re and training a martial 
people. 
The ruling principle of Roman 
life was self- repression, it need be s e l f - 
sui rltice to the family and Git* state. 
The most celebrated feature of

Roman exhibitions, the gladltorlal

Besides these contests of Rn* gladiators

and satisfaction of the cruet tyrants of 
Ga* empire.

Mr. Edmund L. Smiley, son of Rev. (. 
M. Smiley, was the speaker at the Kdu- 
* ,i(tonal club yesterday afternoon. 
He 
gave an int* resting and instructive lec­ 
ture on “ The Athletic Lite of the Greeks 
and Romans. 
Among oilier thing* he 
sa id: 
“ It we were to ask ourselves the ques­ 
tion, 
W h at are the greatest 
lessons 
which t he world bus learned I runt the Hie 
of tin Greeks and Romans?” I think we 
should be compelled lo answer. ‘Front tin* 
Greeks, health and beauty; and from the 
Bonnn e, strength and selt-control 
It 
s 
bv the combination of both these ideals 
thai we in modern limes must proceed 
lf we would achieve well rounded and 
symmetric a1 Individuality. 
"Bonn* one lias Haiti that th© ideal of 
tuiaati ou should Im* to possess a sound 
mind in a sound boily. 
Tho mas H. H u x ­ 
ley amplifies this brief statement when 
he says. 
That man. I Hunk. has it Hit a 
liberal education who lins been so trained 
in youth th a t his body is the servant of 
Ins* will, that will the servant ai a ten­ 
ded conscience; who tins learned to love 
all beauty, whether of nature or of art ; 
ti. hate al! vileness, and to respect others 
as himself.” 
, 
, 
, 
“ But iii every ease our educational aim 
mils! begin and end with physical health; 
without it the superstructure of 
lofty 
moral and mental att ainm en ts must toi­ 
ler and full to the ground. 
“The Greeks arni 
Romans have done 
much to furnish us with true educational 
ideals. 
The Creeks far surpassed the 
Romans in their methods 
of physical 
truining and were 
originators* of most 
ut the sports, which wale later adopted 
by th# Roman#. 


“Greek sports may be conveniently dl- 
v ided into two classes, namely, 
public 
games and private 
amusement#; 
the 
former being confined to professional con­ 
testants. the latter being participated in 
by tin Greek people, generally for pur­ 
poses of physical culture and 
enjoy­ 
m e n t.'1 
Mr. Smiley then described the various 
public games and designated the Olympi­ 
an as the greatest of the festivals. “The 
olym pic games,” Fie said, “ wert* celebrat­ 
ed at tile v«*r> earliest times of which we 
have record, hut it wats not 
until they 
eighth century B. t \ , that the festival 
was used us a standard 
for reckoning 
time in the Greek calendar. 
The filet 
that the Greeks b u s e d their calendar up­ 
on the festival at olympia is significant 
of the great importance att ach ed to a t h ­ 
letics iii Greece. 
Mr. Smiley gave a vivid description of 
the great honor given to tile victor of 
tile games on ills return to his native** 
city alai interestingly described th** s t a ­ 
dium (footrace;, lh* 
principal event 
o f 
the festival. Illustrating his descriptions 
by diagrams. 
Alteg.-tiler there were eighteen different 
events performed In th*- Olympian games. 
Contestants in the Olympian 
games 


were compelled to undergo severe train­ 
ing for thirty days prior to Hie festival 
under the direction of tile teacher at th** 
gymnasium in Elis. 
Contestants were 
supposed lo be in perfec t trim whe n they 
em* red for the final polishing oft prior 
lo the contest. 
Training to a Greek athlete meant a 
simple daily program, namely, 
morning 
exercise, one large full rn** cl, lots ut sleep. 
We are told that Greek athletes had 
prodigious appetites, and that their dad 
vias composed largely of animal foods, 
chiefly beef, {Mirk and go ats’ flesh. 
To be a judge at the games was almost 
as high an honor as to lie a contestant. 
There were usually about ten Judges who 
had charge of the games and w ho weir 
assigned special seats in th** theatre. 
A 
beautiful purple costume served to dis­ 
tinguish them among the other specta­ 
tors. 
Down to about 475 B. C. all the contests 
were held in a single day. after that time 
a period of five days was set upart for 
Hie festival. 
Mr. Srnib-y then outlined 
the 
main 
features of the Greek sports. 
In tile 
wrestling cont* sis, lo* said. 
the a t h ­ 
letes were nnoited 
mid dust 
or 
l i n e 
sand was s p r i n k l e d over tin* body to fur­ 
nish enough friction to prevent slipping 
i f the hands In holding an opponent. Tile 
contest itself was divided into two parts— 
the standing up wrestle aud the struggle 
after contestants came to the ground. 
When an opponent was fairly held and 
unable to move, or as soon us be aiguille*! 
ids willingness to give up by raffing his 
hand, tile contest was declared won. 
'l'Jie boxing match was one of the sim­ 
plest and earliest of public contest#. The 
gills and heroes of Greek legend are pic­ 
tured as distinguished boxers 
Pugilists were not allowed to hold or 
to trip and attempt# to kill were severely 
punished. 
Hors*-back riding and bunting 
were 
greatly esteemed by the Greeks and ball- 
plnyiny w h s very popular even In th e e a r ­ 
liest tin e s 
lither Cir* ek sports mentioned arid ex­ 
plained were rolling hoop. clog dancing, 
see-aaw, professional tumbling, tin* latter 
a sport whieti Socrates condemned 
as 
fraught with too nuicfi danger to 
he 
amusing. 
Tins remonstrance is an expression of 
tt u e Greek spirit. Health of bouy aud mind 
must never be compromised. In direct 
contrast with tins stand s the 
Roman 
spirit, sacrificing health, wealth, Individ­ 
uality to th? iron will of 
a merciless 
slate. 
ROMAN A T H L E T IC LIFE. 
The highest normal development of Ro­ 
man athletic life was g a i n e d iii repub­ 
lican times, finding expression almost ex­ 
clusively In ancient religious 
festivals 
and in the exercise of that martial prow­ 
ess which made Rome th*- mas ter of til** 
ancient world. 
The greatest splendor of this republican 
age is reached In the spectacle of Hi** Tri­ 
umph'd procession, the reward of g n a t 
military prowess. 
The strong and simple festivals of th** 
republic were greatly vitiated by th*- im­ 
portation of Greek ideals. 
Hie Romans 
w ere by nature and training a martial 
people. 
The ruling principle of Roman 
life w as sell - repression, lf need be **.*lf- 
sa< rifles to the family and tile state. 
Tile most celebrated feature of 
the 
Roman exhibitions, the gladltorlal con­ 
tests was fully described bv the speaker. 
Resides these contests of the gladiators 
there were tights between wild beastsuml 
we are all familiar with th** horrible or­ 
deals through which martyred 
Christ­ 
ians p a s s e d from th** time of Nero to th.* 
reign of Constantine, for the amusement 
anti satisfaction of the cruel tyrants of 
the empire. 
We see a steady degeneration of 
the 
Roman athletic taste. From a due re ­ 
gard 
f o r the training and care for th** 
ph\ steal we find them pampering their 
bodies bv gluttony and effeminate lux­ 
ury The baths instead of prov ing a stim­ 
ulus to strength and exercise 
became 
popular lounging places. 
The 
athletic 
contests SO popular among the Greeks, 
gave place to murderous conflicts ami the 
ravages of wild beast#. 
But we must not allow these gruesome 
abnormalities to prejudice our Judgment. 
lf Rom* failed In the athletics of health 
aud beauty, lier 
military strength ami 
seif-eontroi at the time of lh** litter re­ 


public must be the wonder and envy ot 
all ag* s.

which their talents are of no use. 
There are men in this city m easur­ 
ing ribbons who m ight be stalw art, 
* vigorous and brilliant mechanics, sim ­ 
ply because 
to learn a trad e 
means 
rough work, rough clothes and m any 
a day 
of dirty toil in a guise which 
m ight m ake 
senseless people 
look 
down. on them. 
There are trades open 
fS 
young 
women in which they would be experts 
which will never be filled by them be­ 
cause they would be laughed a t or per­ 
haps set aside by unreasoning 
and 
w eak-m inded companions. There are 
m any girls who have skill in cooking 
who could doubtless earn $60 or even 
$70 a month, who prefer to stand for 
w eary hours subject to the exactions 
of ill-bred buyers at a counter, an re­ 
ceive from $5 to $7 a week for their 
services, with no allowance for their 
food. 
Many a m an m istakes his call­ 
ing and becomes a dism al 
failure 
when otherwise he might be a success. 
Many a preacher wrho was not fond 
cif m anual labor thought perhaps sin­ 
cerely th a t the voice of selfishness and 
am bition which called him to preach 
the gospel was the voice of God.

ATHLETE LIFE 


Among Greeks and Romans 


of Anciont Tim?^ 


EDM UND L. SMILEY, 


Lecture Before Educational Club 
by Mr. E. L. Smiley—Greeks 
Teach 
Health 
and Beauty— 
Romans, Strength and Self-Con­ 
trol 


Mr. Edmund L. Smiley, son of Rev. G. 
M. S m i l e y , was the speaker at the Edit- 
rational club yesterday afternoon. 
Ho 
gave an Interesting and instructive lec­ 
ture on "The Athletic Life of the Greeks 
and Romans.' 
Among other things he 
said: 
”11 we were to ask ourselves the ques­ 
tion, ’What are the greatest 
lessons 
which the world has learned from the life 
of the Greeks and Romans?” I think we 
should be compelled to answer, I rom tile 
Greeks, health and beauty; and from the 
Romans, strength and self-oontrol. It la 
i>\ the combination of both these ideals 
that we in m o d e r n times must proceed 
if we would achieve well rounded aud 
symmetrical individuality. 
. . 
, 
“Some one has san! that the ideal of 
education should be to possess a sound 
mind in a sound body. 
Thomas ll. I iu x - 
n*\ amplifies this brief statement when 
he says, That man, I think, lias had a 
liberal education who lias bein sa trained 
in youth that his body is the servant at 
Ins will, that will the servant of a ten­ 
der conscience; who has learned to love 
all beauty, whether.of nature or of art; 
to hate ail vileness, and to respect others 
as himself," 
; 
, 
"But in fvi ry case our educational aim 
must begin and end with physical health; 
without it the superstructure or 
lofty 
moral and mental attainments must toi­ 
let a rid fall to the ground. 
"The Greeks and Romans have done 
much to furnish us with true educational 
ideals. 
The Greeks far surpassed the 
Romans in their methods 
of physical 
training and were 
originators of most 
(it lite snorts, which were later adopted 
fc> Ute Romans. 


"Greek sports may be conveniently di­ 
vided into two classes, n a m e l y , 
public 
games aud private 
amusements; 
the 
former boing confined to professional con­ 
testant*. the latter being participated in 
by the Greek people, generally tor pur­ 
p o s e s of physical culture sud 
enjoy­ 
ment.” 
Mr. Smiley then described the various 
public games and designated the Olympi­ 
an as the greatest of the festivals "Hie 
Olympic games,” tie said, "were celebrat­ 
ed at the very earliest times of which we 
have record, but it was not 
until they 
eighth century B. C., that tim festival 
was used as a standard 
for reckoning 
time in the Greek calendar. 
The fact 
Gun the Greeks based Guar calendar uir­ 
on the festival at Olympia is significant 
of tile great importance attached to ath ­ 
letics in Greece. 
Mr. Smiley gave a vivid description of 
the great honor given to the victor of 
tlte games on his return to ids natives 
city and interestingly described the sta­ 
dium (footrace/. Git principal event 
of 
tile festival. Illustrating ids descriptions 
by diagrams. 
Altogether there were eighteen different 
events performed in the Olympian games. 
Contestants in the Olympian 
games 


were compelled to undergo severe train­ 
ing for thirty days prior to tin- festival 
under the direction of the teacher at the 
gymnasium Iii Elis. 
Contestants were 
supposed to be in perfect trim wilt ti t h e y 
em-red for the final polishing off prior 
to tile contest: 
Training to a Greek athlete meant a 
simple dally program, namely, 
morning 
e x ercise , one 
full me ii, lots of Bleep. 
We un? told that Greek athletes had 
prodigious appt tite s, and that their diet 
was composed largely of animal foods, 
Chiefly beef, jtork ana goats’ flesh. 
To be a judge at the games was almost 
na high an honor as to be a contestant. 
There wore usually about ten Judges w'ho 
had charge of the games und who weie 
assigned special seats in th<* theatre. 
A 
beautiful purple costume served to dis­ 
tinguish them wmoug the other specta­ 
tors. 
Down to about 475 B. C. all the contests 
were held In a single day. after that time 
a period of five days wan set apart for 
the festival. 
Mr. Smiley then outlined 
the 
main 
features of the Greek sports. 
In the 
wrestling contests, he said, 
the ath­ 
letes were anoli cd 
and dust 
or 
fine 
sand was sprinkled over the body to fur- 
ri.sh enough friction to prevent slipping 
O f the tis ads in holding an opponent The 
contest itself was divided into two parts— 
the standing up wrestle and the struggle 
after contestants came to the ground. 
When an opponent was fairly held and 
unable to move, or as soon us he s i g n i f i e d 
his willingness to give up by raisng hts 
hand, the contest was declared won. 
The boxing match was one of the sim­ 
plest and earliest of public contests The 
gods and heroes of Greek legend are pic­ 
tured as distinguished boxers. 
Pugilists were not allowed to hold or 
to trii> and attempts to kill were severely 
punished. 
Horse- bock riding and hunting 
w ere 
greatly esteemed by the Greeks and ball- 
playing was very popular even in the ear­ 
liest times 
Other Greek sports mentioned and ex­ 
plained were roiling hoop. clog dancing, 
••■aw, professional tumbling, the latter 
sport which Socrates condemned 
as 
fraught with too much danger to 
be 
amusing. 
This remonstrance !s an expression of 
true Greek spirit, Health of body and mind 
must never be compromised. In direct 
contrast with this stands tits 
Roman 
spirit, sacrificing health, wealth, individ­ 
uality to the iron will of 
a merciless 
state. ROM \N ATHLETIC LIFE. 
The hiahest normal development of Ro­ 
man athletic lif e was gained In repub­ 
lican times, finding expression almost ex­ 
clusively In ancient religious 
festivals 
and in the e x e r c i s e of that martial prow­ 
e s s which made Rome the master of the 
ancient world. 
The greatest splendor of this republican 
age is reached in the spectacle of the Tri­ 
umphal procession, the reward of gn-at 
military prowess. 
l’ite strong and simple festivals of the 
republic were greatly vitiated by the im­ 
portation of Greek id-als 
The Romans 
w e r e bv nature and training a martial 
people. 
The ruling principle of Roman 
Iii*' was self- repression, if need be self- 
sa* rifle* to the family and the atule. 
Tile most celebrated feature of 
the 
Roman exhibition!, the auditoria! con­ 
tests was fully desert Ired by the speaker. 
Besides these contests Of th** gladiator* 
th e r e were tights between wild beasts ana 
we are all familiar with the horrible or­ 
deals through which martyred 
Christ­ 
ians passed from the time of Nero to the 
reign of Constantine, for the amusement 
and satisfaction of the cruel tyrants of 
til** emx'ire, 
We se** a steady degeneration of 
the 
Roman athletic taste. From a due re­ 
gard for the training and care for the 
physical we find th* rn pampering their 
bodies bv gluttony and effeminate lux­ 
ury Tile baths instead of proving a stim­ 
ulus to strength and exercise 
became 
popular lounging places. 
The 
athletic 
contests so popular among the Greeks, 
gave pl ac* to murderous conflicts and the 
ravages of wild beasts. 
But we must not allow these gruesome 
abnormalities to prejudice our Judgment. 
lf Rome fatted In the athletics of health 
and beauty, her military strength and 
se lf-control at the time of the later r«- 


oubllc must be the wonder and envy ot 
all a ges.
